2. The object of these rules is to encourage tho production 
of films of a high aesthetic and technical standard and of 
social, educational and cultural value. 

3. Entries will be invited every year by a date to be 
specified in the Government of India notification and published 
in the gazette of India, for the following categories of awards: 

All-India Awards 
1. FEATURE FILMS' 

(a) National best film 

President’s Gold Medal for the national best film and a 
cash prize of Rs. 20,000 to its producer and Rs. 10,000 to its 
director. 

(b) Film based on high literary work 

Cash prize of Rs, 10,000 to the producer and Rs. 5,000 (O' 
the director of the best film based on a high literary work, 
contemporary or classics including romance of high aesthetic- 
value. 

(c) Historical film 

Cash Prize of Rs. 10,000 to the producer and Rs. 5,000 to 
the director of the best historical film, 

(d) Film pi educing National Unity and Emotion Integration 

Cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to the producer and Rs. 5,000 
to the director of film aimed at promoting national unity and 
emotional integration. 

(e) Film with social ami national purpose themes 

Cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to the producer and Rs. 5,000 
to the director of the best film based on a theme of high 
social and national purpose; for example, eradication of 
untouchability, propagating the message of peace and non- 
violence, virtues of democratic ways of life, coopera | j Ve 
development, etc. 


(f; Film on Family Planning 

Cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to the producer and Rs, 5,000 to 
the director of the best film on family planning. 

Iff) Maiden Film 

Cash prize of Rs, 5,000 to the producer and Rs. 2,500 to 
the director of the best maiden film. 

(h) Screen-Plays 

Cash prize of Rs. 2,500 to the best screen-play writer 
and/or story writer in respect of feature films entered for the 
awards and examined by the Committee of Awards. Where 
the su'een-pUy-Writer and the story writer are two different 
persons, (he award will be distributed equally to both. 

No'ie 1. — Feature films entered in any of the categories 
mentioned at (b) to (g) of this rule will be 
eligible to compete for the award for the national 
best film under Rule 3(1) (a) above. A film win- 
ning this award will, however, not be entitled to 
any award in the categories in sub-rules 3(b) to 
3(g). 

Note 2.-— Awards under categories (c) and (g) will be 
operative from the year 1968 i.e. films produced in 
the year 1967 will be considered for these awards. 

II. DOCUMENTARY FILMS 

President’s Gold Medal for the best film and a cash prize 
of Rs. 5,000 to its producer and Rs. 2,500 to its director. 

III. EDUCATIONAL FILMS 

President’s Gold Medal for the best film and a cash prize 
of Rs. 5,01)0 to its producer and a cash prize of Rs. 2,500 
to its director. 

IV. EXPERIMENTAL FILMS 

Cash prize of R«. 5,000 to the producer and Rs. 2,500 to 
the director of the best experimental film. 

V. CHILDREN'S FILMS 

Prime Minister’s Gold Medal for the best film and a cash 
prize of Rs, 10,000 to its producer and Rs. 5,000 to its 
director. 

VI. REGIONAL AWARDS 

President’s Silver Medal for the best feature film in each 
Indian language. 

Explanation 

Tile lenrr: ‘producer’, ‘director’ and ‘screen-play writer’ 
‘story writer' used herein will be construed as referring to the 
producer, director or screen-plav writer/story' writer as the 
ease may be, as, given in the credit titles of the film duly 
certified by the Central Board of Film Censors. 

3. Government may, at its discretion, give the cash 
prize in the form of National Defence Certificates and Defence 
Deposit Certificates or any other similar certificates issued by 
the Government of India. 

4. All Indian films certified for public exhibition by the 
Central Board of Film Censors in the preceding calendar 
year will be eligible for entry, which may be made by the 
producer 1 or any fw other duly authorised person in the form 
contained in the schedule hereto annexed. 

Provided that a film will be entered for awards only in 
one of the categories of feature films mentioned under rule 
3(l)(b) to (g). Documentary, Educational, Experimental 
and Children’s films. 

5 Every application for entry in respect of a feature film, 
shall be accompanied by an entry fee of Rs. 100 which shall 
not be refundable. 

Each entrant will submit at his cost to such Regional 
Officer of the Central Board of Film Censors or to any other 
authority as may be specified : 

(i) a print of the film, and 

(it) a copy of the synopsis, together with an English or 
Hindi rendering thereof and a copy of the songs, if 
any, together with their free translation in English 
or Hindi. 

The entrant of a film selected for viewing by the Central 
Committee will submit at his cost the required number of 
copies of tbc detailed dialogue, script in English or Hindi as 
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well a, publicity material relating thereto, in addition to the 
punt and synopsis ol the film. 

6. The decision ol chc Government of India whether a film 
is eligible to be entered for the Awards and whether any film 
is a ieature film, documentary film, educational film, experi- 
mental film or childien's film for the purpose of entry for 
the Awards will be final. 

The maximum length of a children’s film for the purpose 
of entry for the Awards shall be 3,400 metres in 35 mm or 
1,360 metres in 16 mm, 

7. A film which is a dubbed version, retake or an adapta- 
tion of a film which has already won a State/Nationa] Award 
will not be eligible for consideration for the National Awards. 
The producer ol a film made in more than one language 
version may enter only one of the versions of that film, 

8. Entries for the Awards will be invited by Government 
during a period to be notified, relaxable in exceptional cases 
at the discretion of Government. 

9. All transport costs on the consignment and return of 
the films and publicity material will be payable by the 
enuant. 

10. All films will he submitted at owner's risk and while 
the Government will take every reasonable care of the films 
submitted, it cannot accept responsibility for loss or damage 
lo the film while in its possesion. 

11. 'there will be a Primary Committee consisting Of not 
muie than 5 members, including the Chairman, appointed by 
Government for each of the languages Indicated below : — 

Assamese, Bengali, English, Gujarati, Hindi (including 

Urdu and Hindustani and connected dialects like Bhojpun, 

Rajasthani, Maithilij, Kannada, Kashmiri, Malayalam, 

Marathi (including Konkani), Oriya, Punjabi, Slndhi, 

Tamil and Telugu. 

If the number of entries in a particular language is not more 
then 3 no Primary Committee for that language will be 
constituted and such entries will be viewed direct by the 
Regional Committee concerned. The members including the 
Chairmen of the Primary Committees, will be nominated by 
Government and will consist of persons distinguished in the 
fields of art or literature who arc qualified to judge the 
acslhelic and technical standard of the films. 

12. Each Pi unary Committees will recommend in order of 
merit up to five feature films in each category mentioned 
under Rule No. 3(l)(b) to (g) in each language, for the 
consideration of the Regional Committee. 

13. The following Regional Committees appointed bv 
Government will examine feature films recommended by the 
Primary Committees as well as films in the languages in which 
the number of entries is not more than tlnee : — 

(i) Regional Committee at Bombay— Hindi (including 
Urdu, Hindustani and connected dialects like Bhoj- 
puri, Rajasthani and Maitlllli), Marathi (including 
Konkani ), Punjabi, Kashmiri, Gujarati, Sindki and 
English. 

(ii) Regional Committee at Calcutta— Bengali, Assamese 
and Oriya. 

(in) Regional Committee at Madras — Tamil, Telugu, 
Kannada and Malayalam. 

14. Each Regional Committee will be composed of : 

(a) A Chairman, nominated by Government, 

(b) Not more than 6 persons distinguished in the fields 
of film appreciation, art or literature, nominated by 
Government. (Care will be taken to ensure that 
all the languages of the regions arc represented in 
the selection of these persons,) 

(c) Pei sons, not exceeding 3, qualified to judge technical 
standard, pie-scntation, direction and treatment 
values of films, nominated by Government from a 
panel of names representing the industry. 

15. The Regional Committees will recommend in order of 
merit ■ — 

A list of not more than 3 feature films in each category 
from Hie region, irrespective of their language and a list of 
3 screen-play writers for consideration by the Central 
Committee for all-India Awards. For the purpose of this 
ml* each category of films referred to in rule 3(1) (b) to 
(g) will be treated as a separate category. 


16. The Regional Commntee will also recommend to the 
Central Government a feature film in each language for 
regional awards. 

17. The documentary and the experimental films entered 
for the Awards will be initially examined by a Documentary 
and Experimental Films Committee appointed by _ Govern- 
ment, with membership not exceeding five including Chairman. 
This Committee will lecommend, in order of merit, up to six 
documentary films and up to six experimental films for con- 
sideration by the Central Committee, 

18. The educational films entered for the Awards will be 
initially examined by ait Educational Films Committee ap- 
pointed by Government with membership not exceeding five 
including the Chairman. The Committee will recommend, in 
order of merit, up to six educational films for consideration 
by the Central Committee, 

19. The Central Committee will be composed of : 

(a) A Chairman nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than six distinguished persons in the fields 
of film appreciation, art or literature nominated by 
Government. 

(c) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge pie- 
sentation, direction and treatment values of films, 
nominated by Government front a panel of pames 
representing the industry. 

(d) The Central Committee will, subject to the provi- 
sions of these rules, also examine the children’s 
films entered for the awards. 

If the number of entries, in the category of children’s films 
so warrants, Government may entrust the initial examination 
of films to the Documentary and Experimental Films Com- 
mittee or a Special Committee constituted for the purpose 
consisting of not more than five members including the 
Chairman which will recommend, in order of merit, not more 
than six films for consideration by the Central Committee. 

20. Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 14 and 
19, Government may co-opt on the Central or a Regional 
Committee such number of additional members as may, in 
its opinion, be considered necessary to ensure adequate 
availability of members knowing each language in which films 
arc to be adjudged by such Committee. Further nothing con- 
tained in rules 17 and 18 shall preclude co-option of Bn 
additional member or members to assist the Documentary 
and Experimental Films Committee and the Educational Films 
Committee, the members so co-opted shall have all the 
rights of an ordinary member. 

21. The membership of the Central, Documentary and 
Experimental films, Educational, Regional and Primary Com- 
mittees or Special Committee, if constituted, will be honorary 
but members may be allowed such travelling and conveyance 
allowances as may be sanctioned by Government from lime 
to time. 

22. The Central Committee and the Regional Committee 
Will have the power to call for and examine any film not re- 
commended by the Regional Committees or the Primary Com- 
mittees as the case may be and consider such fllm(s) for an 
all-India or a Regional Award, 

23. The Central Committee will consider the recommenda- 
tions of the Regional Committees, Educational Films Com- 
mittee and the Documentary and Experimental Films Com- 
niittee and the Special Committee (if constituted) and submit 
its recommendations to the Central Government in respect of 
the following all-India awards 

(1) The best featuie film in each of the categories men- 
tioned in Rule 3(a) to (g) for all-India Awards, 
The film adjudged as national best will, however, 
not be entitled to any award in the categories in sub- 
rules 3(b) to 3(g); 

(2) The best screen-play writer and/or story writer; 

(3) The best documentary film; 

(4) The best educational film; 

< 5) The best experimental film; and 

(6) The beA children’s film. 

24. The Primary Committees, the Regional Committees, 
the Documentary and Experimental Films Committee, the 

Educational Films Committee, Ihe Special Committee (if 
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constituted) and the Cential Committee may determine their 
own procedure 'for the examination of films. 

25. The quorum of the Primary' Committees, the Regional 
Committees, the Documentary and Experimental film"; 
Committee, the Educational films Committee, the Special 
Comnultee (if constituted) and the Central Committee shall 
be noc less than half the number of members including co 
opted members. 

26. Nothing contained herein shall he construed as restrict- 
ing the discretion of a Primary Committee, a Regional Com- 
mittee, the Documentary and Experimental Films Committee, 
the Educational Films Committee, Special Committee (if 
constituted) or the Central Committee from making a re- 
commendation that none of the films in a particular language 
or category or that none of the screen-play writer/story writer 
of the feature films examined by a Primary Committee or a 
Region il Committee or the Ccn'tnl Committee is of a sfan- 
dnd adequate for an Award, 

27. I ho Central Government will decide the all-India and 
the Regional Awards on the basis of the recommendations 
submitted by the Central Committee and the Regional Com- 
mittees. 

28. A film will be eligible for an award only in one of the 
categories of feature films mentioned in rule 3(i)(a) to (g), 
documentary, educational experimental or children’s films. 
A feature film receiving an all-India Award shall not be 
eligible for a Regional Award. 

29. The Primary Committees, the Regional Committees, the 
Documentary and the Experimental Films Committee, the 
Educational Films Committee, the Special Committee (if 
constituted) and the Central Committee will examine films at 
such place and time as may be considered feasible. 

30. Government shall be entitled to retain without payment 
of cost the print entered for the Awards of a film which 
receives an Award in the form of a medal and/or cash. 

31. The Awards will be made annually at a function for 
the presentation of the Awards which will be held at such 
place and on such date as Government may determine. 

32. Canvassing in any form in respect of an entry will 
render that entry liable to disqualification for Awards. Any 
member of the Central Committee, Documentary and Expe- 
rimental Efims Committee, Educational Films Committee, 
the Special Committee (if constituted), the Regional Com- 
mittees or the Primary Committees found canvassing for a 
particular film is liable to be disqualified for membership of 
the Committees,

New Delhi-1 1, ihe 30 th June 1967 

No 25(3)/65-RL./.— The families of migrants from East 
Pakistan, who entered India on or after 1-1-1964 and secured 
admission to transit and relief camps, are paid cash doles dur- 
ing the peiiod of their stay in those camps. The scales of 
cash doles range between Rs. 30 and Rs. 75 per month, depend- 
ing upon the size of the family. It was represented to the 
Government that the scales of cash doles, which were prescrib- 
ed quite some time ago, would need an upward revision in 
view of the substantial rise In the cost of foodstuffs since then, 

2. The Government feel that, with the provision of rice 
and wheat to these migrants at a uniform subsidized rate of 
57 paise p^r kilogram, the need for an upward revision of the 
scales of cash doles may not arise. However, it has been 
decided on the iccommendations contained in the 71st Report 
of the Estimates Committee (1964-65 ) to set up a Departmental 
Committee to review periodically the scales of cash doles, paid 
to migrant families in reception/interception centres and 
tiansit/rolief camps, and to consider what further action, If 
any, in this direction is needed.

5. The terms of reference to the Committee will be to 
leview pciiodicaiiy the scales of cash doles, prescribed for 
migrant families of different compositions during the period 
of their stav in reception/inlerception centres and transit/re- 
bel camps and to con'ider whether these scales need any

6. The members of the Committee are Government officials 
and, in the matter of T.A. and D.A., will be governed by the 
rales normally applicable to them. 

7 The Committee will meet as often as considered neces- 
sary The headquaiters of the Committee will be in New 
Delhi, and the Committee will normally hold its meetings in 
New Delhi. On special occasions, however, the Committee 
may meet at such other places as it deems fit, 

8. The Committee will evolve its own procedure of work, 

9. The Committee will submit its recommendations to the 
Government from time to time.
